Tumults, be a moft dangerous, pernicious, and un- 
boundable Practice, contrary to the very Being and 
Conftitution of Governent, and deftructive of the 
chief Ends thereof, the Safety and Security of Mens 
Lives and Fortunes, and that by feveral Acts of 
Parliament, fuch as Ja.2. Parl. 14. cap. 77. Ja. 4. 
Parl. 3. cap. 34. itis Statute, That there be no Com- 
motion, nor rifing of Commons in Boroughs, in hin- 
dering of the common Law ; and that if any does 
in the contrary, and Knowledge or Tent may be 
gotten thereof, their Goods be confifcate to the King, 
and their Lives be at the King’s Will; as alfo by 
the Act of Parliament, Ja. 6. Par: 18. cap. 11. it is 
Statute, That no Perfon within Burgh, take upon 
Hand under whatfomever Pretext to convocat, with- 
out the Knowledge and Licenfe of the Magiltrates, 
under the Pain to be purifhed in their Body and 
Goods with all Rigour; as likewife, that the Haill 
Inhabitants of the faid Burgh, readily affift and con- 
cur with the Magiftrates, for fettling and punifhing 
the faid Tumuis, under the Pain of being repute 
Fofterers and Maintainers of the faid Tumults. Like 
as by the Act of Parliament, Ja. 6. Parl. 17. cap. 4. 
it is Statute, That whatloever Perfon invades or 
purfues any of his Highnefs Seffion, fecret Council, 
or any of his Highnefs Officiars, it being verified and 
tried, that they were purfued and invaded for doing 
his Highnefs Service, fhall be punifhed to the Death. 
There happened upon the Streets of Edinburgh on 
the rith Inftant, the Day appointed for the Execu- 
tion of certain Malefaétors, and when our Privy 
Council were met, and fitting about our Affairs, a 
moft diforderly and numerous Convocation and ga- 
thering of Commons, filling the Streets with Cla- 
mour, and pretending and threatning to overawe our 
Council, to the great Difhonour and Prejudice of 
our Government. Likeas when our Chancellor and 
certain of our Lords of Council with him, after 
having done our Bufinefs, were going home in 
peaceable Manner, they were aie infolently and 
wickedly purfued and invaded, dad that for doing 
our Service, by avillainous Mob. Therefore we in 
the juft Refentment of fo high an Indignity, ‘and to 
prevent the like in all Time coming, _*. thought 
fit, with Advice of the Lords of our Privy Council, 
to ordain the Maziftrates of Edinburgh, to contiuue 
their Diligence, and make ftriét Inquiry and Search, 
and to cau‘ apprehend all the Authors, Abettors, 
Acceflories or Aflifiantsof the forefaid Tumult, who 
invaded or purfued our Chancellor and others, to 
the Effe€t they may be broughr to condign Punifh- 
ment, declaring for that End, that whoever fhall 
difcover any of the forefaid Authors or Acceflories 
of the faid Tumult, fhall not only be himtelfindem- 
nify’d, but have a due Reward for fo good Service ; 
and particularly who fhall difcover the Perfon of 
William Davidfon, Taylor in Canongate, who is 
inform’d to have firft ftope our Chancellor's Coach, 
fhall have befides his Indemnity, the Sum of Two 
Hundred Pound Scots Moncey of Reward. And 
farther, we with Advice forefaid, ordain the Ma- 
giftrates of Edinburgh, to call all their Deacons of 
Crafts, and Mafters of their Incorporations, and all 
others their Houfeholders and Inhabitants, and 
oblige them for the good Behaviour of their Appren- 
tices, Servants and Domefticks, in fuch Manner as 
the Laws and Cuftom of the Burgh do allow : As 
alfo, that they call the Regents and Mafters of the 
College of Edinburgh, and injoin them ftrictly, thar 
for hereafter they keep their Scholars in good 
Order, and be careful of their quiet and peaceable 
Behaviour ; and we ordain all the Inhabirants of the 
faid Borgh, readily to affift and concur with the 
Magiftrates for reprefling and punifhing all Tumulrs, 
under the forefaid Pain of Law. And farther, for 
preventing the like wicked Infolence in Time 
coming ; we with Advice forefaid, de hereby declare, 
that in cafe, and whenever any fuch diforderly Con- 
vocation or Tumult fhall appear, or begin to appear 
for hereafter, and that thereupon Intimation fhall be 
made by the Magiftrates, to all and fundry to with- 
draw and retire to their refpeftive Houfes, Shops 
and Imployments, whatever Apprentice, Servanr, 
Journeyman, Footman, or other fuch Perfon fhall 
difobcy and be found upon the Streets, fhall be re-

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at prefent we do bear with, and excufe the Ma- 
giltrates of Edinburgh, becaufé of the furprizing

= that all may know our high Dilpleafure at, and 

eteftation of iuch Diforders, and take Warning 
as thay may be concerned ; we farther with Advice 
fore(%id declare, that if any fuch Tumttits or Dii- 
orders fhall happen for hereafter, we may be thereby 
neceflitat to ordain our high Court of Parliament, 
Privy Council, Lords of the Seifion, Exchequer, 
and Court of Jufticiary, to remove the nitives from 
the faid Burgh, to fome others of our Royal Bo- 
roughs, where they may fic and officiat with greater 
Safety and Security; or at leaft, if we fthall be 
pleafed to continue our faid Courts in Edinburgh, 
we may be obliged to bring in tuificient Guards into 
the faid City, to Abide and Quarter therein for their 
Security and Safe-guard: And thefe things we 
ordain to be folemnly Declared and Publithed, the 
all may Hear and Fear, and that all fuch wicked 
and villainous Diforders tay be for hereafier pre- 
vented. Our Wiilis herefore, and we Charge you 
ftrictly, and Command, that incontinent their our 
Letter's een, ye pafs to the Mercat Cro%s of Edinburghy 
and to the remanent Mercar Crofles of the Head 
Burghs of the feveral Shires and Stewartries within 
this our ancient Kingdom, and thereat in our Name 
and Authority, by open Proclamation, make publick 
{atimation hereof, that none may pretend Ignorance. 
And ordains thefe Prefents to be printed and pub- 
lifhed. Given under our Sigaet at Edinburgh the 
Seventeenth Day of April, and of our Reign the 
Fourth Year, 1705. 

How many of thofe Rioters were apprehended 
purfuant to the faid Proclamation, or what Punifh- 
ment was inflicted on them, does not at prefent ap- 
pear; only thar two of them in May following were, 
by Order of the Privy Council of Scotland, to be 
whipped by the Hands of the Hangman, trom the 
Weigh Houfe tothe Netherbow, and from thence 
carried to the Troan or Pilory within the Iron Gate, 
and there to ftand with their Ears nailed to it for the 
Space of an Hour; and afterwards to be banifhed 
the Kingdom ; and that another of the Rioters wes 
to be difpofed of into her Majefly’s Service beyond 
Sea.

Yefterday arrived a Mail from Flanders ; but brought 
little or notving Material 

They write from Naples, that the Spanith Car- 
dinal Acquaviva made a Vifit very lately to the Aca- 
demy of Sciences there, and was fo plealed with the 
curious and ufeful Experiments he faw perform’d, 
that he fettled’ a hundred Crowns Annuity upon it, 
for which all the Members of the Academy waited 
upon his Eminency in a Body tothank him. 

From Rome, that the Banker Belloni, Comptrol- 
ler General of the Pope’s Cuftoms, waited on his 
Holinef$ for Leave to refign that Office ; but the 
Pope, from the long Experience of his prudent M: - 
nagement, was furprized at his Requeit, and would 
not grant It. 

From Madrid they write, that Don John de Idi- 
aques, Count de Salazar, Duke of Granada 4’Ega, a 
Knight of the Order of St. Jago, a Grandee of 
Spain of the firft Clafs, Captain Generalof the King’s 
Forces, Serjeant Major of the King’s Life Guards, 
and Gavernor of the Prince of Afturias, &c. died 
there the the 29th ult. in the 73d Year of his Age, 
having ferved that Crown about 52 Years in the 
Netherlands and in Spain. 

Count Jofeph Kinski is fhortly expected here as 
Ambaflador from the Emperor of Germany, in the 
room of his Elder Brother Count Philip Kinski, 
who is arrived at Vienna from Hanover. 

They write from Berlin, that one of the Window's 
of St. Peter's Church being lacely carried away bya 
Hurricane in Scrmon-time, and a great deal of Mor- 
ter falling down among the Audience, they though 
the Church were tumbfing on their Heads, and 
crowded out at the Door in fuch a Hurry, that agreat 
many People were burt. 

From Hanover, that part of Count Montijo’s Bag- 


gage arrived there laft Tucfday Fortnight, and that 
o his 
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his Excellency himfelf is foon expected there. His 
Secretary fays, that he is coming with Commiflions 
of the utmoit Importance, with which the Englifh 
Nation cannot but be intirely fatishied. "Tisfaid that 
the Meflenger lately difpatch’d from Hanover to 
ic Everard Faulkner, the Englifh Ambaflador at 
C onitantino; le, carrics a Plan wr a Peace between 
the Czarina and che Porte. 

Letters from Ediaburgh fay, that while Major 
General Barrel’s Regiment is quartered, part in the 
Caftic, and part in Leith and the Suburbs of that 
City, the Royal Welfh Fufilicrs remain in Cannon 
Gate, where they mount a Capiain’s Guard each 
Day, which is reinforc’d at Night, befides their 
Piguet Guard. ‘The City Guard at the fame time 
kveps Poft at the Nether Bow ; and the Train’d Bands 
continue to mount every Night, and obferve exact 
Difcipline. “Lis alfo faid, that the two Regiments 
of Dragoons commanded by Major Gencrai Gore, 
and Brigadier General Campbel, areordered to draw 
near to that City, and that his Excellency General 
W adc is likewife on the Road thither. 

We hear from Dumfries, that this Day three 
Weeks a large Tortoife was taken by fome Fifher- 
men upon Blackfhaw Sands, about 6 Miles from that 
Place, which at firft they did not know what to make 
of and were aftaid to meddle with it, but afterwards 

ining Courage, they attack’d him with Pitch-
